The development of economic power in a few elite hands including my own hands 
then is a legal hand which is finally a legal proficient culture of the practico-inerte 
which means it develops the abstract dynamics of the practico-inerte such as the 
development of financial and even state financial economics which then is also a 
dynamic of scarcity which abstracts to a alienation of the people from these means 
- this I call one parallax - the development of financial and private power even state 
power against the people. Seen in these reified terms one should just develop 
policies of transferring to the poor - their wage amount at a principle deemed 
ethical. 


II. Crisis in Economics - in this simple formalism 


Therefore a crisis in economic is just the development of private power and social 
private power which can be called race power or caste power which then 
articulates the problem of petit-bourgeois or lumpen bourgeois power which is 
more privatized power in the sense of what I would call - non-protest regimes - in 
an aesthetic regime I capture this as - developments of lumpen-bourgeois classes 
which are busy making small companies and voting for the right in middle-class 
power dynamics with states in media power as well. 


HI. Crisis Again 


The power formalism which then negotiates with power-middle-classes which is 
then forms of private power and state power - generally power then is finally fought 
by the masses in stone pelting violence to negotiate the correct wage ethic which 
then breaks power open to resistance which then develops the dynamic 
socialization of wages and ethics as in fact negotiated on contracts and policies 
which then seem to be privatizing again in financial and state dynamics which is 
then negotiated again - which means that it would mean -
